ASTOR, Ore., Sept. 30—The Oriental 


liner Arabia of the Portland-Pacific line 
has arrived here from-

22, 100 miles north of Yokohama.

to a stop and three or four hundred

1n his recent address before tho association has earned the gratitude of all 
mill operatives by telling the unprogrcantve mill men what tho rcnl trouble 
In aad how futile It Is to think that the trouble can be overcome by cutting 
wages.

face also, and equally, freely and candidly admit that the standard or 
•normal rnte of wages In the New England cotton mill never can nor will bo 
brought down to the level of the .Southern standard. The difference In the 
cost of living, alone, between these two sections of the country, makes such 
a. thing impossible. I do not hesitate to say. In the most emphntlc mtin- 
ner, thnt In my judgment, any such reduction or levelling down Is neither 
desirable nor necessary. Rather should we aim for higher standards in 
the interest of the general well-being, advancement and prosperity of 
the 


entire community, regarded from any and every point of view. The rcnl 
and true self-Interest of the employer will not permit of any forced and 
continued attempt to reduce wages below a normal or legitimate standard." 


On the matter of strikes and lock-outs he speaky with a degree of fair- 


ness and. an apparent willingness to make the best of the inevitable that Is 
refreshing as coming from a prominent mill man. Here Is part of what he 
says on this important point: 


"There in small need to point out or recount reasons which demonstrate 


the evils of strikes or lock-outs; at host, they are a clumsy, unclvlll/.ed. and 
outrageous remedy. The pity Is that such occurrences so often become In- 
evitable. We can ill-afford these wretched conflicts, entailing such 
severe 


lOnS upon capital, and such untold misery nnd suffering upon 
labor; these 


"fights to a finish" jeopardising the very existence of the cotton Industry arc 
to be deprecated and discontinued, dislocating the trade and driving much 
of It into the hands of our competitors. Recognizing, therefore, to the full, 
the dangers of future strife, provision should bo made for the settlement of 
dlsout'es In an -amicable and broad-minded manner. 
"A trade quarrel IF an occasion, not for a mere display of endurance, lull 


tnr nrmrnont for statistics, for careful Investigation of facts nnd principle!., 
ther" must' be union If the cotton trade Is to prosper. 
"\ll must admit the desirability ot conclllntlim In ulace of tho violent

more favorable view of the future of the textile Industry In New England.

Boston Firemen Had a 


Hard Battle 


BOSTON, Sept. 30.—A building full 


of choking, blinding smoke caused by 
a lively tire on the fourth floor was 
the proposition confronting the fire- 
men when Oiey responded to an auto- 
matic alarm from the building at 166- 
160 Atlantic avenue, 
at 
the corner 


of Pearl street about 11.45 last night. 
The members of engine 25 responded 
on the alarm, iind when they took one 
look they saw they needed help and an 
alarm from box 51 was given. 
Fire had started from some unknown 


cause on the northerly end of the 
fourth floor, occupied as a store room 
by 
the Pettingill-Andrews 
company, 


electrical supplies. 
At no time . dur- 


ing the fire, which kept the depart- 
ment on the Jump for over an hour, 
aid a bit of flame show itself at the 
windows. 
There was plenty Inside, 


but so much dense smoke was caused 
by It that nothing but smoke could 
bo seen. 


Even the firemen couldn't see any 


flames but when they started to work, 
and those who went into the souther- 
ly end of the floor, finding' the smoke 
so thick that they could hardly live in 
It, presumed the place all afire and 
proceeded to pour the water on. 
They 
later found that 
they were playing 


against a. brick fire wall. A door had 
been left open through the wall. On 
this floor and those above the firemen 
had to work 
their way along by 


Touching close to the floor until lad- 
ers were 
raised and the 
windows 
pened. 
The firemen at work at the norther- 
v end of the building had an hour of 
s hard work, as they ever saw. The 
moke poured from the 
building in 


treat eloudi and waa of that sort that 
cuts the breath off. 
They got at It 


by ladders from the outside and by 
tho stairways, but were driven back 
several times before they could fin- 
ally get near enough to get a stream 
on the source of trouble. 
Several firemen had to give up work 
temporarily, leaving their partners to 
direct the streams until, having n few 
minutes to get a breath of fresh air, 
they resumed work.

of engine 26 stuck to his 'post until the 
fire was nearly 
conquered 
nnd then 


had to be carried from the building. 
After he bad been outside for a while 
he Insisted on buckling 
up his belt 


and getting back Into the 
building. 


The men of his company were 
tho 


hardest hit, as they were in tho worst 
of It from the start. 


It took so much water to quench the 


stubborn blaze that the floors below 
were thoroughly 
drenched and much 


damage was 
done 'by 
water. 
The 


sixth floor, occupied by Thomas Hearln 
& Co., book bindery, 
and the S. 11. 


Gouch company, and the fifth, occu- 
pied by the Wheeler reflector com- 
pany, sustained some amoke damage. 
The fire burned a little through 
the 


fifth floor, so the latter concern had 
»ome fire and water damage. Part 
of the fourth floor is occupied by tho 
Boston Coupling company 
and they 


had smoke and water damage. 
The 


remainder of that floor Is occupied by 
the Pettlnglll-Andrews company, and 
this was practically destroyed. 


The third floor Is used as a book, 


bindery by the W..-P. Natle company 
and the Agnew Automatic Mailing 
Machinery company. 
Both of^these 
concerns received 
heavy water dam' 


age. The first floor, also damaged by 
water. Is occupied by the Pettingill- 
Andrews company. 


The entire loss Is hard to estimate,

TRUST 


Loses in Contest With 


Independents 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The fight 


Between the tobacco trust and the In- 
dependents, over the size, location and 
color of the customs stamp on Import- 
ed cigars, was derided 
yesterday 
In 


favor of the Independents. 
The decision was announced by Sec- 
retary Shaw, but It was first approved 
by the president, who held iniuiy con- 
ferences on the subject with different 
ofHclalff and it represents his views. 


The decision practically Is a com- 
plete victory for the Independents and 
a, vindication of Asst. Sec'y Armstrong. 
In his decision Secretary Shaw said: 
"The testimony establishes the fact 


that the present stamp Is used as a 
trademark b'- tho cigar Importers', that 
this trademark Is valuable to them and 
confers an advantage upon them as 
against the manufacturer!! of cigars In 
the United States; and that cigars nre 
In effect, the only commodity imported 
Into the tlnlted States that 
receives 


the benefit of such a trademark. 


"In view of the fact that this gov- 


ernment stamp, In Its present form, un- 
doubtedly gives a pecuniary advantage 
to those using It, It seems that the or- 
der- already issued by tho department 
is. In its essence, proper. 
"The government's business Is to col- 


lect the revenue and to provide, so far 
aa possible, against fraud; but H la not 
the government's business to furnish a 
guaranty In the form of a trademark 
for the benefit of the goods. 
"This should be left In the tohncco 


business exactly ns it Is In all other 
business. 
"The result of the decision will pro- 
tect the domestic manufacturer from a 
customs stamp available as an adver- 
tisement, and it protects the Importer 
also by giving him a stamp of a dis- 
tinctive color, which can be seen by the 
purchaser If he cares to make examin- 
ation." 
The secretary has given orders that 
new plates be prepared for prlntlni 
the stamps, and for placing them upon 
the boxes of Imported clgarn.

tills time of year the visitor to 


the great dry clocks, the hos- 
pitals where big ocean liners 
and battleships are rejuvenat- 


ed, will be amply repaid, for the physi- 
cians are hard at work on mammoth 
patients suffering from one or other of 
the Ills to which marine ilesh is heir. 
There arc many causes which will send 
an ocean leviathan into dry dock. She 
may have sprung a leak, may have been 
strained in a gale or may have sultered 
from a collision. The most prevalent 
ill. however, is a foul, barnacle laden 
hull. Jn order that a vessel may be 
.preserved in a state of maximum effi- 
ciency Jt is absolutely necessary that 
her hull should be kept clean, and this 
can only be done properly by docking 
her. As may be imagined, the docks in 
which the vessels of today seek relief 
are huge affairs, in comparison with 
which the docks of a few years ago ap- 
pear as dwarfs. 


It will also be readily understood that 


the process of docking a modern steam- 
ship, whether naval or commercial, 
is In itself a somewhat delicate opera- 
tion and 
decidedly expensive. 
The 


doctor's bill for a battleship runs, up 
to $20,000 a year for small repairs only, 
and if she has to be dry docked as the 
result of a collision five times that sum 
may be involved, to say nothing of th$ 
loss in sleep suffered by those who have 
charge of the getting the vessel into 
:the dock successfully, for though it 
might appear to the lay mind that the 
10,000 or 12,000 tons of steel in the 
shape of a war vessel resting fn a dry 
dock were placed there by purely me- 
chanical 
operations, such is by no 


means the case. 


Puzzling mathematical calculations 


have to be made. The shape of the hull 
nnd keel as well as the draft nnd dis- 
placement of the vessel have to be tak- 
en into consideration by the dick au- 
thorities, who map out the position of 
the blocks upon which the ship f?. to 
rest so that the strain will be distrib- 
uted evenly and there will be no dis- 
astrous buckling of the plates. It Is 
this which makes the handling of a 
man of war BO much more arduous 
than Is the case with a merchant ves- 
sel, though great pains have to be tak- 


en with the latter also. "When the offi- 
cials are convinced that they have fig- 
ured things out just right stationary 
blocks are set to conform aa closely as 
possible to the shape of the keel, while 
on top of these other blocks are placed 
in order to nmke sure that the warship 


1 not only balance properly, but 


without strain. Stakes are then driven 
Into the sides of the docks as markers 
to show just where the stern and bow 
of the vessel should be. a..e dock is 
then filled with water, the big voasel 
towed up and warped into position as

If the dry dock In of the "Heating" 


type so largely used nowadays the'ino- 
dus opcnmdi Is somewhat different. A 
flouting dry dock may roughly bo de- 
scribed tin n structure, usually rectan- 
gular fn form, that IH capable of lifting 
a vessel out of the water and wipport- 
ng It until tho rejmlrn are made. A 
"floater" jtosHennM suveral signal ml- 
vniitiigps over a stationary dock, being 
especially useful if a vessel i« so hinlly 
ilisubted Unit she IIIIH a pronounced Hut 
or sr-ttlCH ill stern or iiouil. In such a 
plight'It would bo extremely dllllrull 
and sometimes Impossible to bring her 
Into a conventional dry dock, whereas 
the floating dock ran be lowed to the 
stricken ship, flunk beneath her by the 
simple expedient of lining tho dock's 
compartments with \vnter, mid the ves- 
sel can then be lifted by hydraullcaHy 
pumping the witter nut nf tho compart- 
ments, which results in both duck nnd

dam and gates of tho dock arc closed, 
and the. water la gradually pumped out 
by means of hydraulics. 


As the water falls the crew starts in 


to wash the hull, while other men with 
huge beams, known UH "shores," take 
their positions along the sides of the 
dock ready to place the shores the mo- 
ment the signal Is given, the function 
of the- shores being to steady the vessel 
still further. 
If the work Is properly 


done the vessel Is so securely fastened 
that no power c;ui move her until the 
water Is allowed to enter the dock

If It bo an American wnrnhlp that IB 


drawn Into the flouting dock thero will 
be no necessity to put shores in ponl- 
tion while Iho wsiter recedes because 
American 
wnrslilpn are fltted with 


"docking" keels, which enable them lo 
wit H(|U(irely on the blocks of Iho Jloat- 
Ing dock, only a few shores being used 
for centering purposes. English war- 
ships arc not Ilttcd with thin knel owing 
to (he belief of the admlrully that such 
kcelH detract from the speed of Iho 
whip, ami the result is tlml the BrlllBh 
workmen luivo a busy time eBtabllnh- 
hig the equilibrium of the vessel. They 
hurriedly lix great blocks of wood be-

In the civil wnr here In America underground habitations were sometimes resorted to. During the bombardments 


of Atlanta and Charleston tlie women nnd children were In many cases placed In cellars nnd ctwellke "bomb proofs."

WORCRRTKK. Sept. 30-The tolling of 
lie bells in tho church towers and 41re 
stations of Worcester communicated to 
his fellow citizens the intelligence of 
the passing of U. S. Senator George Fris- 
hie Hn;ir. 
At 2.25 n. m.. the rhlmes or.

on a nifinufnrtiirhifr plnnt. the first one 
to 1)0 hnlf masted, wnp raised. 
. The -veteran legislator died at 
I.3Ti. 


Klre alarm headquarters were notified 
within a sliort time afterwards, it hav- 
ing been arranged to strike 15 blows on 
tho fire bells tit Intervals of a minute. 
There was a dclny in sending: out th« 
siRnil on account of thp effort? made 
by the. . flr«. flepnrtmont to 
notify 
the 


bell ringers- of. a number of churche,*. 
with whom- arrangements -had been made 
In order that-tho-IwllS'might be tolled 
At 2.42-the first blow wan struck. 
The 


tidings • were- hcnrd throughout the city 
and within a few minutes numerous in- 
quiries were made at the newspaper of' 
tires by telephone. 
Senator Hoar had bPcn in an excessive- 
ly weak state -since- Sunday, but a. won- 
derfully tenacious vitality kept the spark 
of Sife until It burned so low that it wns 
not possible to tell exactly when it went 
out.

In his recent address before the association has earned the gratitude of all 
mill operatives by telling the unprogresslvc mill men what the real trouble 
1« and how futllo It Is to think thot tho trouble can be overcome by cutting 
wages. 
Could any man put the truth more tersely or more strikingly up 


to his associates than does Mr. Walmslcy In the following?— 


"Let us be outspoken In the matter and place the responsibility

It It high time to speak plainly and without 


equivocation,

•fllvlrtual mill or of any particular group of mills in New England will still 
persist In the production fo such yarns and fabrics. In which parlicuar line 
or product, competition Is the keenest, 
and margins 
are the 
narrowest 


th»y invariably invite defeat and disaster, which they can alone expert nud 
•will surely encounter. If again the cotton industry of New England or any 
particular section of the industry has arrived at such a pass, such a stage 
in i:s history, that all that can be done In the endeavor to mal;o ends 
meet is to reduce wages below a legitimate standard, 
below what 
in fair, 


equitable, humane or expedient, by all means let such portion of the indus- 
try leave us, and go elsewhere, we want none of It. 
Such condition Is allf- 


fiilent to warrant, to demand drastic action. 
There is no hope for them. 


On the wage question Mr. Walmsley is equally progressive, equally cor- 


rect, and up-to-date when he saya: 


"As to the rate of wages—far better look this problem squarely in the 


face also, and equally, freely and candidly admit that the standard or 
•normal rate of wages in the New England cotton mill never can nor will be 
brought down to the level of the Southern standard. The difference in 
the 
tost of living, alone, between these two sections of the country, mnltes such 
n thing impossible. I do not hesitate to say, in the most emphatic man- 
Tier, that in my judgment, any such reduction or levelling down is neither 
desirable nor necessary. Ralher should we aim for hUher standards <n 
the interest of the rem-ral well-being, advancement and prosperity of

George Frlsbie Honr was born In 


Concord. Mass., Aug. 29. 1820. After 
preparatory 
course 
at 
Concor 


Academy, he entered Harvard Unlvpr 
Rity, nnd was graduated In 1846. 


Then engaging In the study of the 


Jaw, he took the regular course at the 
Harvard Law School, and after gradu- 
ation with the degree of LL. B., he be- 
gan the practice of his profession at 
Worcester. 


In 1852 he served ns a member of the 


legislature and in 1857 as a member of 
the senate'. In 1860 he wns appointed 
city solicitor of Worcester and presi- 
dent of the trustees of the city library. 


He wns elected in 1868 to the forty- 


first congress as the representative 
of the tenth district and re-elected to 
the three following congresses, declin- 
ing renominatlon for the 
forty-fifth 


congress. His service In the house wns 
especially distinguished by his efforts 
for the passage of the education bill 
prepared by him as clmlrman of the 
committee on 
education 
ruui 
labor. 


During his third term ho succeeded in 
securing its passage 
by

though It failed in the senate. 


In the next congress, the bill ngnln

of choking, blinding smoke caused by 
a lively fire on 
the fourth floor was 


the proposition confronting the 
flre- 


men when they responded to an auto- 
matic alarm from the building at 166- 
ICO Atlantic avenue, 
at 
the corner 


of Pearl street about 11.45 last night 
Tho members of 
engine 25 responded 


on the alarm, and when they took one 
look they saw they needed help and an 
alarm from box El was given. 
Plre had started from some unknown 


cause on the northerly end of tha 
fourth floor, occupied as a store room 
by . the Pettlngill-Andrews . company, 
electrical supplies. 
At no tlmo dur- 


ing the fire, which kept the depart- 
ment on the Jump for 
over an hour, 


did a bit of flame show itself at the 
windows. 
There was plenty Inside, 


but so much dense smoke was caused 
by It that nothing but smoke could 
be seen. 
Even , the firemen couldn't see 
any 


• flames but when they started to work, 


and those who went Into the souther- 
ly end of the floor, finding the smoke 
so thick that they could hardly live In 
It, presumed the place all afire and 
proceeded to pour the water on. 
They 


later found that 
they were playing 


against a brick flre wall. A door had, 
been left open through the wall. On 
this floor and those above the firemen 
had to work 
their way along by 


crouching close to the floor until lad-

minutes to get a breath of fresh air, 
they resumed work.

of engine 26 stuck to his post unjll the 
flre was nearly conquered and then 
had to be carried from the building. 
After he had been outside for a while 
he Insisted on buckling 
up his belt 


and getting back into 
the 
building. 


The men of hl§ company were 
the 


hardest hit, as they were In tho worst 
of It from the start. 


It took so much water to quench the 


stubborn blaze that the floors below 
were, thoroughly drenched and much

"This should be left in the tobacco 


business exactly as It Is In all othe 
business. 
"The result of the decision will pro 


tect tha domestic manufacturer from a 
customs stamp available as an adver- 
tisement, and It protects the importer 
also by giving him a stamp of a dis- 
tinctive color, which can be seen by tha 
purchaser If he cares to make examln 
ition."
